The homemakers who attended meetings had a high degree of formal

; A large nee of the homemakers who attended meetings had run= 
ning water a electricity in the homes, 81% had telephones in the home, = 
64% were rated as having average incomes — 23% high and 13% low. 

Homemakers who had never attended extension meetings

14% se homemakers did not attend mestings but made an effort to 
get information such as? (a) asked the agent ee at their homes, (b)asked
